The  Health  Visitor  paid  160  visits  of  enquiry  to  the  homes  of  notified 
cases  of  tuberculosis  and  arranged  for  examination  of  contacts  by  the  Chest 
Physician |  and  reported  on  home  conditions.  She  also  attends  the  chest  clinics 
at  Melton  Mowbray  and  Stamford  Hospitals  for  case  consultations  with  the  Chest 
Physicians  on  matters  affecting  the  patients'  families.

The  unsatisfactory  samples 

One  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  was  of  milk  deficient  in  fat. 
Investigation  of  the  milk  from  individual  cows  which  had  contributed  to  the 
sample  analysed  gave  equally  poor  results  discounting  the  possibility  of 
adulteration  by  added  water.  The  retailer  has  since  given  up  milk  production. 

The  other  sample  was  of  cough  syrup  in  which  there  was  a  deficiency  of 
chloroform  -  a  not  uncammom  occurence  a3  some  of  the  chloroform  evaporates  and 
thus  a  sample  may  show  a  low  figure.

Welfare  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 


A  scheme  for  the  provision  of  Welfare  Services  for  Persons  who  are 
Deaf  and  Dumb  was  approved  by  the  County  Council  on  the  19th  February,  1959. 

An  annual  grant  of  £25  is  made  to  the  Northamptonshire  and  Rutland 
Mission  to  the  Deaf,  who  give  valuable  help  -  on  an  agency  basis  -  in  promoting 
the  welfare  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  the  County. 

The  objects  of  this  Society  which  is  registered  under  tho  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948  are  shortly :- 

1.  To  keep  a  register  of  deaf  persons  in  the  geographical  counties  of 
Northampton  and  Rutland,  and  such  other  records  as  are  required  by  the 
appropriate  Public  Authorities. 

2.  To  assist  deaf  children  within  the  aforementioned  counties  to  obtain 
admission  to,  and  to  attend,  suitable  schools, 

3.  To  assist  in  provision  of  facilities  for  tho  education  of  adult  deaf 
persons  resident  within  the  aforementioned  counties  whose  education  has 
been  neglected, 

4.  To  co-operate  with  the  appropriate  public  authorities  in  the  promotion 
of  the  welfare  of  the  deaf. 


Lip  reading  and  club  activities  are  available  at  Kettering,  Corby  and 
Peterborough,  with  over-night  accommodation  if  desired. 

Three  men  from  Rutland,  all  in  full-time  employment,  are  on  the  books 
of  the  Society. 

One  woman,  who  is  deaf,  dumb  and  blind,  has  been  in  tho  British  Home 
for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  25,  Clapton  Common,  London,  E.5.  since  1954.

Spastics 

One  man  of  30  who  had  been  an  inmato  of  Frosted  Hall,  Feering,  Kelvedon 
(a  contre  of  tho  National  Spastic  Society)  since  1956  has  returned  home  as  it 
was  not  possible  to  find  him  suitable  employment.  Tho  Ministry  of  Health 
provided  him  with  a  motor  propelled  tricyclo  and  the  County  Council  contributed 
to  the  cost  of  adapting  tho  approach  to  the  shod  whore  it  is  housed. 

A  youth  (aged  19)  has  been  at  Hovendon  House,  Fleet,  Spalding  since 
1958,  It  is  a  Cheshire  Foundation  Home  whore  permanently  disabled  persons  are 
oncouragod  to  load  useful  and  happy  lives  and  encouraged  to  learn  handicrafts.
